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FOREWORD 



In an era of great change in postsecondary education, new programs 
and practices affecting the instructional mission of the community college 
are needed. Answers to questions about innovation are particularly important 
to community college faculty, administrators, and students. We need to know 
what is being adopted as well as the extent and impact of adoption. 

This report should be of particular interest because it compares the 
1973 status of more than eighty innovations with their 1968 status. One 
can, from looking at this report, get a quick impression of how the use of 
given item has changed during the five intervening years. For those persons 
interested in, or responsible for, planning instructional programs this study 
should have substantial value. 
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PREFACE 



This report results from a comparison between two inventories of educa- 
tional innovation mailed out to community colleges in the Pacific Northwest 
and Alaska, The first inventory was sent in July and August, 1968; the se- 
cond was mailed in the late summer of 1973. 

This report has a £wo-fold purpose: 

1- To determine changes in the use of educational innovations in 
the past five y^ars. 

2- To compile a current list of colleges that are willing to share 
information regarding use of these innovations. 

Both inventories asked the chief instructional officers whether any of 
the listed innovations (totals of 82 in 1968, and 88 in 1973) were presently 
in use or under study in their colleges. The officers were asked to add to 
the list any innovations their institutions used which were not noted in the 
inventory. Also, the officers described the extent to which each innovation 
was used within their colleges. 

The 1968 and 1973 inventories were quite similar, differing only in that 
the later one "contained several new items (These items are labelled in the 
report as follows: NOT ASKED IN 1968). 

The innovations are grouped arbitrarily in the nine categories listed in 
the Table of Contents and are also listed in the Index. Each innovation is 
reported by a separate table in the following format:
